BELOW). NO CONCLUSIONS WERE DRAWN FROM THE DISCUSSION 
OF LABELLING GUIDELINES. US PRESENTATION BY SIMPSON 
ON THE ROLE AND WORK OF THE CONSUMER PRODUCT SAFETY 
COMMISSION AND BY PETERSON AND WELLS ON THE ACTIVITIES 
OF THE US CONSUMER INFORMATION CENTER WERE WELL RECEIVED.

SWEDISH DELEGATION WILL PREPARE PAPER FOR NEXT MEETING

TION TO ACTIVITIES OF MNES. THOUGH EC AND COUNCIL OF 
EUROPE HAVE DEALT WITH SIMILAR QUESTIONS, SWEDES WERE OF

NORWAY PROPOSED NEW WORKING PARTY TO EXAMINE SHORT AND 
LONG TERM EFFECTS OF ENERGY/RAW MATERIALS SITUATION 
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AFFECTING CONSUMERS. COMMITTEE DECIDED AD-HOC GROUP 
SHOULD EXAMINE NEED FOR PROPOSED WP. SO FAR, THE NORDIC 
COUNTRIES. AUSTRIA. FRANCE, THE UK AND THE BENELUX COUN 
TRIES HAVE DECIDED TO PARTICIPATE IN THE NOVEMBER 8 
MEETING.
